THE “ TIMES” TO CHANGE ITS COURSE IN

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatc 

LONDON, December 27.—I hear on the best 
authority that the Times intends to abandon 
the course it has hitherto pursued in the Par- 
nell hearing—that of piling up evidence of 
outrages and facts already notorious. In re- 
gard to the motives which have decided it to 
alter its proceedure I can speak with less 
confidence. Judge Hannen, however, virtu- 
ally intimated to the Times’ counsel thatihe is 
unable to see the relevancy of outrages not 
accompanied by proof of their being insti- 
gated by the League. However, it is believed 
that the most important factor is the ques- 
tion of expense. Since the court adjourned 
for its long recess, Mr. Walter complains 
of the expense of keeping a regiment of 
witnesses at the London hotels, 
Many of these people have been 
sent back to Ireland. There is an early 
prospect, therefore, of the question of the let- 
ters being broached. The Parnellites are keep- 
ing Pigott in readiness to swear to the circum- 
stance of his selling certain documents to the 
Times solicitor, 

THE CULTURE OF AMERICAN FISH. 

An experiment on a large scale is about to 
be made to introduce the culture of a variety 
of American edible fishes into En 
gland. The attempt made some years 
ago to acclimatize the Penobscot salmon 
in. the Thames proved a failure because 
the fish in swimming to sea had to pass the 
sewerage out at Barking. Different varieties 
will now be cultivated under more favorable 
conditions at the great fish culture establish- 
ment near Malvern, which has obtained a 
quantity of egas from the United States Fish- 
ery Commission. 

THE LONDON THBATERS. 

London has now thirty-seven regular the- 
aters, to say nothing of music halls. Every 
one was crowded last night, the greatest holl- 
day of the theatrical year, 

A BAD OCCUBRENCE. 

A sad occurrence happened at the Star Music 
Hall at Knightsbridge. Alfred Vance, known 
as ‘‘the Great Vance’’ the most famous of all 
comic singers, fell dead on the stage as he 
was singing a stupid ditty with the refrain 
Sometime ago he tried to 
raise his position by going about the provinces 
giving concerts, but the attempt was a failure 
and he returned to the music halls where his 
earnings were enormous. 


A STARTLING DISCOVERY. 


The Arrangement Between the East Africa 
Company and Slave Dealers. 


Loro, December 27.—A Zanzibar dispatch 
says: Ithas been discovered that an agree- 
ment in relation to slave dealing exists be- 
tween the English East Africa Company and 
the Sultan of Zanzibar and the Arab slave 
dealers of Manbaza. By this agreement the 
Arabs are authorized to carry on a trade 
in slaves and to flog or otherwise 
punish them. The company upon hiring 
slaves must make an arrangement with the 
owners. The wages of the slaves must be paid 
tothe owner. English mission stations are 
obliged, under the agreement, to return run- 
away slaves to their owners. After the agree- 
ment had been signed the agents ofthe com- 
pany, Mr. Mackenzie and Gen. Matthews, 
accompanied by a number of Manbaza Arabs, 
went to the Rabai Church Mission Station 
and demanded the surrender of certain 
runaways who had taken refuge at 
the station. The missionaries refused 
to give them up. The company’s 
agents thereiore, in order to avoid a collision, 
paid $25 for each slave they were unable to re- 
turn to the owners. The English Consul has 
issued a prociamation warning all British 
subjects in Zanzibar that they 
will be liable to seven years’ 
imprisonment if they enter into contracts for 
slave labor. The British traders have entered 
into a united protest against the order. They 
say that slave labor is the only kind of labor 
obtainable in Zanzibar, and that if tnis is cut 
off all work must be stopped. In view of this 
protest, the Consul will suspend the enforce- 
ment of the proclamation pending instructions 
from Lord Salisbury. 

THE REPORT DENIED. 

The Secretary of the English East Africa Oo. 
denies the anthenticity of the story from Zan- 
zibar about an agreement between the com- 
pany and the Sultan and the Arab slave deal- 
ers. Hesays no such agreement has been 
made. He further says that the only action of 
Agent Mackenzie in regard to slaves has been 
to pay for the liberation of 1,400 slaves. |

considered. The meeting was held last 
N evening in room 150, a secluded 
arlor in the Johnson annex of the Arlington 
otel, and every precaution was taken to 
make the meeting as secret as possible, a 
faithful darkey being stationed outside the 
parlor door to give warning of the approach 
of strangers. The hotel people were given to 
understand that the meeting was held for the 
urpose of getting up a testimonial for Secre- 
Gry Whitney. There were forty-three officers 
resent, many of them from out of town. 
early all present were younx men and 
they were not sparing in \their_ criti- 
cisms of, ner at all com pliment- 
<7 4 in their remarks concerning many of the 
older officials of their own corps. One speak- 
er thought that it was time the navy was get- 
ting rid of some of the old barnacles. He was 
glad to see so Many young men present.

Both were badly cut, and the 

blood from their wounds spurted over the 

white jackets of their associates, who had 

rushed up to them, and also spotted every 
apron which had been left hanging round. 

The belligerent barbers themselves were 

COVERED WITH BLOOD. 

When Johnson threw the bottle at Rice, the 

latter rushed in on him, and they clinched. 

Rice, being the larger man of the two, 

he threw Johnson tothe floor, but the latter 

was game and fought desperately with him 

all around the floor. Rice was too much for 

him, however, and soon had him overpowered. 

He improved his advantage by kicking John- 

son’s prostrate form. No interference had been 

attempted by any of the barbers up to that 

time, but a crowd of abouta hundred people 

having gathered in front of the place, a police- 

man was attracted to the scene and put an 

end to the hostilities. There was only one 

customer in the place at the time, and he, 

like the barbers, allowed the fight to 


go on without making even an effort to sepa- 
rate the beligerents. When the fracas was 
finally terminated, both men were a horrible 
sight. Their jackets were profusely stained 
with blood and their collars and the front of 
their shirts were literally dyed red. Rice was 
was taken to the Dispensary to have 
HIS WOUNDS DRESSED, 

but Johnson remained in the shopand washed 
himself, none of the other barbers volunteer- 
ing to perform that service forhim. He had 
just finished washing the blood from his face 
when a PosT-DISPATCH reporter saw him. He 
had a cut behind the ear and several on top of 
his head, which were still bleeding. 

When asked fora statement of the affair he 
at first deciined to make any, but was finally 
persuaded totalk. ‘‘The trouble, be said, 
„was all about a razor. About five months 
ago I was sick and had tolay up. Tom Ler- 
ville, one of the barbers, came out to my 
house and said he would give me a dollar for 
the use ofone of my razors. I néeded the 
money and agreed. When I got 
well enough to come back to work he kept 
the razor, which was all rightasI had not 
paid him back, being in need of all the money 
leould earn. This morning, however, he sold 
ittoJim Rice, a barber who works alongside 
of me, which he had no right to do, and 
when I saw it lying on Rice’s shelf 1 
took it. He picked up one of his 
botties and smashed it over my head and ! 
seized a bottle and broke it on him. We 
clinched then and foughtall around the room, 
but he is a much more powerful man than lI 
am andIwas no match for him. He kicked 
me brutally when he had me down, and the 
boss and those other fellows stood by and let 


him do it. 
RICE’S WOUNDS 

are worse than Johnson’s, and when he had 
them dressed he went to his home. There 
Will likely be no prosecution. A bitterness 
has existed between them for some time, and 
it was aggravated by Rice having Johnson's 
razor this morning. The barbers in the shop 
are inclined to side with Rice. Thomas 
Lerville, who gave Rice the razor, 
speaking about the affair, said: ‘‘I gave John- 
son a dollar for the loan of the razor and was 
entitled to keep it until he paid me back. 
Knowing him to be of a disagreeable tempera- 
ment, Inever pressed bim for the money. I 
could not use bis razor, but Rice thought he 
could, and so I let him havc ittouse. I did 
not sell it to him as Johnson alleges.’’

Complying With the Interstate Commerce 
Law—Dividends Declared.

NEW YORK, December 27. — Instructions 
which the officials of several of the trunk 
lines have given to their general Eastern 
agents, give evidence that those lines mean to 
live up to the agreement recently made. 
These instructions conform to the warnings 
given by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion with reference to the business through 
brokers. All the trunk lines, except perhaps 
the Pennsylvania and the New York Oentral, 
bave been allowing the brokers hereabouts 
liberal commission. The West Shore, Erie, 
Lackawanna, B. & O., Ontario & Western 
agents have all notified the scalpers that in the 


future they must adhere strictly to the tariff 
rates, and the moment they cateh a broker 
violating the rule they will refuse to let him 
have any more tickets. The simple fact of 
making this threat signifies the fact that these 
roads allow the brokers special inducements 
orcommissions. The brokers, finding that 
such a breeze has been raised at Obicago by 
the commissioners, have concluded that they 
might as well submit to the orders, but they 
may still get from 15 to 25 percent commis- 
sion. This is from & to $ on Chicago tickets.

CHICAGO, III., December 27.—The gale which 
prevailed in this vicinity yesterday afternoon 
and up to midnight was very severe, although 
it did little damage. It reached a velocity of 
forty-six miles an hour at 10 p. m., and re- 
mained at that point until midnight, when it 
gradually subsided. The wind was accom- 
panied by an occasional flurry of light snow. 
Quite a brisk snow-storm is in progress this 
morning. Dispatches from Iowa, Northern 
Illinois and Wisconsin indicate the prevalence 
of asevere storm. At Waverly, Io., at mid- 
night a foot of snow had fallen and the flerce 
gale piled it into huge drifts. Railroads in 
that vicinity were badly biocked, but trains 
were running. Twelve inches of snow fell at 
Marshalltown and the wind 1s drifting it bad- 
ly. Wausauand Eau Claire, Wis., report a 
six-inch fall, which bas gladdened the hearts 
of the loggers.. From Sioux Falls, Dak., the 
first snow-storm of the season—a heavy one— 
is reported, accompanied by a heavy wind 
which is piling up huge drifts. Railroads 
have not yet been seriously interfered with.

THE OLD LEATHER MAN. 


A Mysterious Character Who Has Been a 
Wanderer for Twenty Years. 


From the New York Sun. 

That odd character, The Old Leather 
Man,’’ was arrested last week on Saddle Hill 
near Middletown, Conn., by Chief of Police 
Chapman, at the instigation of the Rev. Mr. 
D. Zeang, agent for the Connecticut Humane 
Society. ‘‘The Old Leather Man, when ar- 
rested, was eating near Fisher’s grist-mill, 
one of the few places where he makes periodi- 


calstopson histours about the State. The 
old man was taken to the insane hospital. He 
went quietly, and remained over night and 
the next day without baving said a word. 
Then he took his little leather bag and re- 
sumed his journey, for the officers of the hos- 
pital had no power to detain him. An attempt 
was made to induce him to change his leather 
garments for some of cloth, but he objected. 

For twenty years or more the ‘‘Old Leather 
Man has traveled over this State, until he 
has become known in every town, and in 
many homes his name bas become a house- 
hold word. Mothers have frightened their un- 
ruly children into obedience telling them 
that the Old Leather Man would get them. 
Nothing is known of the early history of the 
old fellow. Whenhe began his pilgrimages 
about Coanecticut people were afraid of him. 
Women living in the country, ifthey chanced 
to see him coming, locked the outside doors of 
their homes, and, screened by curtains, wouid 
peek out and watch him pass along 
the roads. After or two 
they got used to and fear 
gave place to curiosity. During all the 
years of his wandering about the State he has 
never been known to utter a word or sentence 
which could be understood by his hearers. 
His name was given him yearsago. The pe- 
cullar garments of leather which he wears to- 
day are the same as those worn by him when 
he appeared twenty years ago. They have 
become worn from time to time and patched 
until at present there is little left ot the origi- 
nal leather. 

From documents which he lost some years 
ago, but were found 4! others, it is believed 
by some people that his name is Jules Bourg- 
lay, a Frenchman of nobie blood, who, dis- 
tracted by an unsuccessful love affair, fied to 
this country and has roamed about demented 
eversince. Others say that he is of negro 
descent, as is shown dy his swarthy 
complexion and black hair, and 
one of a gang of robbers who once 
infested that part of the State about Tariff- 
ville. This gang flourished nearly forty 
years ago, having its headquarters at 
the Light- house, an old log cabin which 
stood on the hill in the town of Tariffville. 
For miles around the lights could be seen 
shining out of the cracks and crevices in the 
walls of the old cabin; hence ite name. Fi- 
nally, after a specially bold robbe com- 
mitted by the robbers, the civil authorities 
raided the ‘‘Light-house,’’ but one of the 
robbers escaped. For days he was hunted 
through the woods and mountains, but was 
not captured. The following summer the 
Od Leather Man! appeared, and people 
believed that he was the escaped robber. 

This Old Leather Man! never begs, never 
appears to want anything, and simply wan- 
ders around, ing no notice of anything or 
anybody. Kind-hearted women and — 2 
feed him and sometimes give him money. He 
comes and goes, sometimes disappearing al- 
together from the populated parts of the 
State and not being seen again for several 
months. At other times he travels along the 
turnpikes and goes through the towns and 
cities. He always sleeps out of doors, having 
regular stopping places along his routes. 
In winter he puts up in a cave near 
Tariffville. Another of his favorite resorts 
is near Higganum on the Connecticut River. 
There, under an overhanging ledge of rock 
which forms a sort of cave, he passes much of 
his time. The oniy audible sound he bas ever 
been heard to make is ‘‘Wer-r-rum,’’ and this 
is his reply to every question. After the March 
blizzard he was found with his hands and feet 
frozen and almost dead. Physicians who re- 
cently saw him say that he cannot live more 
than a poet. He has a cancer on his lip which 
is slowly eating away his face. His age may 
be anywhere from 55 to 70 years. Some day he 
will be found dead, but the mystery surrounde 
ing his life will never be revealed, unless the 
little bag which he carries in his hand contains 
the evidences of his identity.

BALLOON ADVENTURES. 


EXCITING STORIES TOLD BY THE-OLDEST 
LIVING AERONAUT. 


Ride on He Soaring the Negroes 
by Dropping From the Clouds—Up in a 
Gum Tree. 


From the Baltimore American. 

Baltimore has the distinction of being the 
birthplace and residence of the oldest aero- 
nautin the world. This ancient navigator of 
the air lives at 519 North Fremont street. 
Hanging from the door frameof the house 
swings a sign with this painted on it; 
„George Elliott, shoemaker.’’ During his 
half century of experience with balloons he 
has made 127 ascensions, and has been severe- 
ly injured only once. Born on the Franklin 
road, about three miles from the city 
limits, August 6, 1805, Prof. Elliott was at 
an early age apprenticed to the shoe 
trade. After the completion of his appren- 
ticeship he began business on Baltimore 
street. In the spring of 18384 the town was 
flooded with posters stating that Prof. Mills, a 
famous balloonist, would give exhibitions of 
his skill and daring from Federal Hil) lot. 
Elliott, becoming greatly interested in these 
ascensions, made the acquaintance of Prof. 
Millis and secured from him the promise of an 
ascension as soon as he should return from 
Philadelphia. Prof. Mills’ ascension at Phila- 
deiphia, however, was unsuccessful. His 
balloon became unmanageable, and, finding 
himself drifting seaward with both night and 
a storm coming on, he made a perilous jump 
into the top of a grove of pine trees, abandon. 
ing his balloon and severely injuring him- 
self. 

Young Elliott had by this time become 
thoroughly enthused upon the subject, and 
nothing but a trial would satisfy him. Every- 
body laughed at the idea of plain George 
Elliot, whom they all knewso well, going up 
ina balloon. Nothing daunted, however, he 
succeeded in saving sufficient money to buy 
the materials and made a handsome Dal- 
loon. 

Prof.Elliott,in speaking of his adventures to 
an American representative, said: ‘‘I made 
my first ascension August 5, 1834, the twenty- 
ninth anniversary of my birth. Itook with 
meas companion a little son of Mr. Redman, 
proprietor of a saloon on Pratt street. After 
being in the air for abouta haif hour we were 
overtaken by a terrible storm and came near 
losing our lives. I was afterward told by the 
spectators that it was an awful sight to see the 
balioon tossed hither and thither among the 
black clouds, with the lightning playing 
about it as though it offered some terrible fas- 
cination for that destructive fluid. The 


mother of the boy who was with me fainted at 
the sight, and was thought to be dead. The 
storm guieting, we sailed toward the bay. 
When off Hawkins’ Point the valve became 
disarranged, and we were precipitated into 
the water. The steamer Maryland was com- 
ing up the river with an excursion party from 
Annapolis. Those on board sighted us while 
we were stillin mid-air, and when they saw 
us falling a panic prevailed on board. The 
steamer was so close to us that I could see the 
commotion on her, and to quiet it told the 
boy, who maintained wonderful presence of 
mind, to wave his bat, which he did, dmid 
great cheering. We were taken on board the 
steamer and congratulated. One old lady, 
a ny Bw arms around my neck, said: 
»The Lord has ee vou! Referring to 
our briny bath, I replied: No, ma’am; He has 
pickled us.’ 

Nothing of interest happened on my 
second ascension, except that it was a singu- 
lar coincidence that I should light in the same 
cherry tree in Harford County that Durand, 
the first man to make an ascension from Balti- 
more, landed the year previous. On my third 
ascention I landed at North Point. By this 
time Iwas fascinated with the profession 
whichI had adopted. It had raised me from 
a en obscure shoemaker to the 
height of localfame. Everybody was talking 
of my exploits. Determing to seek new fleids, 
I left Baltimore for Charleston, 8. C., on the 
sailing packet Marion, commanded by Capt. 
Dellineaux. Among my baggage were forty- 
two carboys of sulphuric acid (vitriol), with 
which to make gas to inflate my balloon. The 
fifth day from port we were overtaken by 
a storm, which our captain said 
was the most terrible that had visited the 
coast for twenty years. Beingin danger of 
shipwreck, the order was given to ‘lightship.’ 
One of the sailors picked up a tool and, before 
J could interfere, broke open one of the car- 
boys of vitriol. The acid fiew in his face, and 
he was soon howling with agony. His face 
would probably have been destroyed if he had 
not, acoording to my directions, put it under 
water, the water neutralizing the effect of the 
acid. After this incident the carboys were 
thrown overboard whole. While tying on 
deck, not knowing what moment the ship 
would go tothe bottom, I thought of the sur- 
prise that would be experienced by the sharks 
when they ate those carboys of vitriol, and of 
the dyspepsia which would likely follow, and, 
despite the surroundings, I laughed bois- 
terously. Capt. Dellineaux, turning to me, 


said:

I was transferred trom the 
Cora in the vicinity of Sullivan’s Island to the 
steamboat Etiwan, Capt. Bassard, which boat 
had been dispatched to my segsistance at a 
late hour ot the night. After the events I 
continued my tour to New Orleans, where I 
made ascensions from apart of town called 
Lafayette. My first trip occupied three hours 
and I landed on the battle ground where Gen. 
Jackson, with his Kentucky and ey! i 
riflemen, defeated Gen. Pakenham with 10 
English regulars in 1815.

„After making two ascensions from St. 
Louis, I determined to make my farewell trip 
notable, and to give the natives something to 
talk about. The year previous M. Uadard, an 
officer of engineers in the army of France, had 
made an ascension on horseback. Believing 
myself capable of doing the same, I procured 
a young pony. Before making the trip I de- 
sired to experiment, to find how the pony 
would act when lifted from the ground. For 
this purpose I hired a new warehouse. Hav- 
ing hired men to help me, I proceeded 

fasten girths under the 

so that I could swing him 
Before the frst girth could be fastened he be- 
gan to kick at aterrific rate. The men ran up 
a ladder to the second story, and some one 
frantically pulled the ladder after him, thus 
leaving me atthe mercy of the frantic pony. 
The furious littie animal stood glaring sav- 

lyatme. This suspension of action prob- 
ably saved my life, for when he made for me I 
had picked up a heavy piece of scantling, and 
it was an easy matter to keep him off. The 
next day I traded that pony for another, with 
amore amiable temper. he ascension was 
made from the residence of Judge Carr. Peo- 
ple came from all over the country, and, long 
before the time arrived, every suitable place 
in the neighborhood was crowded. The 
horse on whose back I was to explore the 
clouds was fed with candy and peanuts until 
I feared he would become too heavy for the 
balloon to carry. Fastening the horse to 
the balloon, and jumping on his back, I was 
off amid a burst of martial music and cheer- 
ing. That was the moment which I dreaded 
most of all, for I feared that the horse, becom 
ing excited by the noise, would kick. Had he 
done so, that would probably have been the 
last of me; but, — =. the ordeal, not a 
tremor passed through his body. I remained 
almost stationary in the air for an hour. 
could easily distinguish the sea of faces 
watching me. When over Columbia Bottom, 
at the junction of the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers, I slowly descended. i came down be- 
tween two gigantic sycamore trees, and stuck 
fast between them. Aslcould neither go up 
nor down, I was in a dilemma until I spied a 
bag of sand, which 1 had ar as | 
taken along. Cutting this down, 
went above the trees again. 
The balloon was now beautifully 
decorated with sycamore balls which had 
been scraped off the trees. ＋ on a little 
farther, I landed in the midst of a lot of wood 
piles. Assoon asthe pony landed he began 
to quietly eat the rich grass, as though a spin 
in mid-air was an every day occurrence. with 
him. Columbia Bottom bears somewhat the 
same relation to St., Louis as Point Breeze 
does to Baltimore. It was connected with the 
former city by a road corresponding to the 
Shell road, and was calied the Board road. 
The people having seen where I was likely to 
fali, came down the Board road in masses. 
One enthusiast after telling me that I striking- 
ly resem bled a horse cake, when in the air, 
insisted on my getting in his buggy, while he 
rode the now famous pony. I appeared ve 
much like a bero on entering the city, wit 
the crowd following. On my return to Balti- 
more the pony was christened with-much 
solemnity at Barney Kingsley’s. 

On my last ascension from Magnolia Salt 
Sulphur Springs, Va., I rose to the height of 
20,000 feet, passing over the great Dismal 
Swamp, and immediately over Lake Drum- 
mond, The scene was magnificently grand 
Immediately below, a sheet of water some 20 
miles in circumference, decorated with a rich 
foliage of forest trees and shrubbery to the 
water’s edge, and for miles around in the dis- 
age could be seen at the same time the wa- 

ere ofthe Albemarle and Chesapeake. The 
cities of Norflok and Portsmouth, with the 
cs giare and reflection from the Elass, added 

o the luster of the scenery, that would have 
filled the meastre of the most fastidious ob- 
server. But about this time, amid the beau- 
ties of the landscape, I discovered a leak in 
the balloon, and that it was descending; and 
having already discharged all myjgbaliast, i 
felt some concern how I should escape the 
swamp. In descending, however, the cur- 
rent sent me inshore, say two and a half miles 
from the lake and two miles from the high 
land, and finally landed me and the balloon 
on the outer limbs of a very large black gum 
tree in a cypress swamp, two and one-half 
miles from the nearest dwelling. Here I con- 
cluded, as the sun was down, there was no 
other alternative than to remain suspended in 
my car till morning. After this decision I 
could but admire the beauties of the scenery 
the sun shining on the foliage and about half 
way down the trees, while all below was dark- 
ness and midnight, —— tothe density of 
the growth.

BEFORE AND AFTER. 

Before the election the New York Trib- 
une was clamorous for a high tariff to 
raise wages. Now it is alarmed at a prop- 
osition to establish by law a wage mini- 
mum to insure a fair division of the tariff 
premium between wage-worker and em- 
ployer. In protesting against this propo- 
sition the Tribune labors to show that 
such @ raise of wages would be a fraud 
upon the workingman, a tax instead of 
increased remuneration. 

Put the wages five times as high,“ 
says the Tribune, ‘‘and the cost of things 
‘twhich the worker has to buy will be 
‘‘raised also enough to take away the de- 
“sired benefit. Production of a great 
„many things would be rendered impos- 
‘*sible, not merely by an extravagant 
minimum, but by any minimum for 
wages other than that fixed by the gen- 
‘feral demand for labor.“ 

In other words, according to the Tribune, 
a law to raise the cost of products for the 
exclusive benefit of the rich employer is 
good for the laborer and the country, but 
a law to compel the employer to share the 
increased remuneration with his mill- 
hands would be very injurious to the lat- 
ter. The Tribune evidently favors com- 
munistic legislation in the interest of cap- 
ital as wholesome and proper, but opposes 
similar legislation in behalf of labor as 
wicked and unwise. It wants one sauce 


for the goose and another for the gander.

Even if the four or five billions of railroad 
stocks have depreciated one billion, more 
than half of the original ‘‘water’’ is stillj left 
inthe chromos. Paralleling, ‘‘nickel-plat- 
ing, overconstruction and stock-watering 
are the true causes of the uncertain value of 
railroad securities. 80 long as roads are 
built, as Jay Gould says, to float bonds, not 
for traffic,’’ it is difficult to see what remedy 
can be applied to prevent overconstruction. 
So long as prosperous roads earn more than 
the average in other investments money can 
be had to pareliel and“ nickel- plate“ them. 
So long as lambs can be found to take bonds 
and invest in new lines of predestined bank 
ruptey““ such lines will be built. Gen. MeNulta 
seems to recognize this as the chief source of 
the troubie, and suggests a law to forbid the 
building of competing lines andto limit the 
extent of the branches or feeders of any one 
system—a remedy wholly § impracticable. 
Neither Congress nor the State Legislatures 
will think of sucha thing as forbidding the 
construction of a railroad wherever private 
capital is willing to go into such an invest 
ment.

With its naturai antipathy to decent politics 
and honest reform of all kinds, the New York 
Sun insists that no new safeguards are needed 
to secure a secret ballot in this State.

In addl- 
tion to the bags of presents the orphans will 
receive 100 pound-cakes, donated by Mr. 
Louis Halle, proprietor of the Halle 
Wine Co. Restaurant, at No. 506 
St. Charles street. Mr. Halle had these 
cakes baked expressly for the Christmas tree. 
In Offering the cakes Mr. Halle made a sug- 
gestion which should recommend itself to all 
charitably inclined restaurant keepers. He 
says he feeds eighteen to twenty families dally 
with the soup, meat and bread left over every 
day. These families send to his restaurant 
ate o’clock every day, and he has plenty 
for them. He reads the Post-Dis- 
PATCH carefully each day for cases of desti- 
tution that are reported and where he finds it 
possible he sends relief. Sometimes be reaches 
cases through the Police Department. He 
in which 
he been imposed upon; where the men 
or women of the families succeeded in 
obtaining work they had in two or 


three instances called to thank him and to ask 
that the benefits they had been receiving be 
transferred to other families. Mr. Halle thinks 
that if the other restaurants of the city would 
give what they have left over each day, prob- 
ably 2,000 families could be fed and a great 
deal of destitution wiped out in this way. 

The Citizens’ Committee having in charge 
the disbursement of the PoOsT-DISPATCH 
Christmas Tree Fund will meet Saturday 
night to dispose of the money that is left after 

aying for the presents given to the children 
— day. About $5,000 is left and the 
committee will determine some plan of 
applying this amount to the purpose for 
which it was raised, cheering and relieving 
the destitute children of the city. 


The Christmas Tree Boxes. 


The boxes which were placed in the stores, 
bar-rooms and restaurants about town have 
all been collected and their contents counted. 
There were twenty-four boxes and they 


yielded $130.88, besides containing three 
or four letters inclosing contributions, which 
were putin a separate account. The box from 
Helery’s saloon and restaurant contained the 
largest amount of money, $22, of which $16 was 
in silver one dollar pieces. The largest 
amount from one place was from  tarr’s 
store, where there were two boxes 
which netted $22.89. Counting each 
piece of money as one contributor the total 
number of contributors was 1,375. This money 
will be added to the general fund.

contained. They were ar- 

rested for assaulting and 

robbing August Gamont, a 

poultry dealer at 817 North 

Tenth street, on Monday 

evening, December 17, and yesterday 
morning the old man called and identi- 
fied them. He picked them out of a 
crowd of prisoners, and was positive 
they were his assailants. A warrant 
for highway robbery was taken out by him 
against them. This was one of the most brutal 
robberies ever committed in the city. About 
7 o’clook in the evening two men entered Ga- 
mont’s store and asked to be shown some tur- 
keys. The old man got them out one, but 
they said it was not large enough. While he was 
bending over the coop to get another, one of 
the men struck him from behind with a blunt 
instrument. As he fell, they choked, kicked 
and peat him and then robbed him of $98.50 
and asilver watch. The pair walked out of 
the store, leaving the old man unconscious 
and bruised and bleeding behind them. It was 
sometime before he came to. Both the old 
man’s eyes are discolored and his 
ribs are sore from the kicks he 
received. He had been most brutaily treated. 
Officer Dundon received word from Annie 


Ezell, a disreputable colored woman living on 
South Sixth street, that Gus Meyers and Rich- 

ard McAndrews had done the job. 

| SHE STATED 
that Meyers had told her two weeks previous 
that he intended robbing the old man, and 
wanted herto assist him in the work. He 
wished her to go in and ask for the turkey and 
he would enter and overpower. and rob 
the old man. She would not go into the 
scheme, however, and he took McAndrews 
with him. After the robbery Meyers came to 
Her house with ree gd of ney. and he and 
McAndrews divided the plunder.

ALL TORE UP. 


A Serious Quarrel Between Members of the 
New York Cotton Exchange. 


By Telegraph tothe PosT-DIsPatca. 

NEw YORK, December 27.—At one time yes- 
terday a duel seemed imminent between Jos. 
A. O’ Donohue and Herman Selicken, both 
members of the Coffee Exchange, the former 
a well-known and active Tammany politician 
and candidate for Collector of the Port, 
Mayor, Governor, ete. The day wound up 
with instructions from O’ Donohue to bis coun- 


sel to bring suit for ‘‘defamation of charac- 
ter against Mr. Selleken, with damages put 
at $100,000, and a promise that Mr. Selicken 
would give $1,000 to any reputable charitable 
institation in the city if Mr. O’ Donohue would 
really bring the suit. The atmosphere of the 
Coffee Exchange was sulphurous because of 
an article published to the effect that legisia- 
tion and litigation were about to take place to 

ut a stop to the wild and haphbagzard gamb- 
ing in coffee,’’ that a bill was to be presented 
to the legislature to take away the charter of 
the exchange; that a decision ina recent case 
of arbitration upon contracts which result- 
ed in the June corner was nothing but B11 
Tweedism over again, that President 
w. Crossman allowed an illegal 
vote in the case, that patent cable 
dispatches from Rio Janeiro, and washed 
sales are plentiful, nud that Mr. O' Donohue 
had resigned as Vice-President because he had 
been insulted by President Crossman. 

The article was criticised with severity on 
the exchange. Mr. Sellcken wasso embit- 
tered that he deciared that ‘‘The man who in- 
spired the article isaliar, a scoundrel and a 
blackguard; and he would probably be coward 
enough not to father it.’’ Subsequently be 
became even more bitter and some of Mr. 
O’Donohue’s friends carried the news 
to him that Mr. Selicken was applying 
unpleasant expressions to him. Mr. 
O' Donohue at once communicated 
with his counsel.

THE LAW AND THE LADY. 


MES. MINNIE SOOTT CAMPBELL¢A WARDED 
THE CUSTODY OF HER DAUGHTER. 


Judge Lubke Hands Down an Opinion Un- 
favorable to Rev. Wm. R. Campbell, the 
Bosten Minister—Permission Given the 
Father to See His Child—Suing a Cable 
Road for $25,000 Damages—N otes. 


The custody of little Christine Campbell has 
been awarded to her mother, Mrs. Minnie 
Scott Campbell, and the Boston divine must 
return to his pastoral labors at the Highland 
Congregational Church without bis daughter. 
When Judge Lubke’s court opened this morn- 
ing the attorneys for both sides were on hand, 
as they have been at 10 a. m. each day since 
the Judge took the case under advisement. 
Robert R. Scott, Mrs. Campbell’s father, and 
Rev. Wm. R. Campbell were also present. 
They had but a short time to wait till 
the court handed down a volumt- 
nous type-written document, comprising an 
elaborate opinion in the case. This is 
what the Clerk entered on the minute book: 
»The direction is that the Clerk of the court 
enter a decree remanding this child to the 
custody of the mother, the respondent, Min- 
nie Scott Campbell, and giving the father, 
Wm. R. Campbell, permission to visit it at 
least twice a week for two hours each visit, 
and on days to be fixed by him from time to 
time by reasonable notice which he may send 
to her. The costs of the cause will de paid by 
him. 

All things considered this order may seem a 
trifle ironical, as the minister must return to 
Boston, while the child remainsin St. Louis. 
Mr. Oampbell was much disappointed, and 
Mr. Scott conversely jubilant. The latter, 
upon hearing the decision, immediately left 
to tell the family the good news, Mr. 


Campbell remaining with the 8 
to look over the opinion. This, as will be 
seen from the excerpts made, deals mainly 
with the question of jurisdiction of the Massa- 
chusetts court, the parents of the child being 
both represented as eminentiy proper to care 
for it.

„The child being the petitioner here 
before this court, it can not be bound by the 
order of the Massachusetts court unless that 
court at the time had jurisdiction of the 
child. * * It istoo well settied.to need 
citation that inorder to obtain jurisdiction of 
a person the court exercising jurisdiction must 
have the party before it, or within the reach 
of its process in the State in which the court is 
held. The claim that the child 
has been at all times and is 
now still domiciled in the State of Massa - 
chusetts will not, in the judgment of the 
court here, avoid the necessity of the child’s 
being personally in Massachusetts to give 
force to the order made there, It is true that 
there is also a general rule that the 
domioile of the father the

HUNG FROM TALLTOWERS 


A PLAN FOR DISPOSING OF THE DANGEROUS 
ELECTRIC WIRES. 


Details of the Tower System Outlined to the 
House Committee This Afternoon by 
President Flad—He Says They Should Be 
Carried Above the House Tops—How the 
Linemen of the Future Will Operate.

* President Flad ot the 
Board of Public Improvements appeared be- 
fore the committee and outlined the tower 
system, a plan which he deems the best, 
though he makes no recommendation that it 
be adopted. The design exhibited before the 
committee shot,ca4 the wires suspended high 
in air over **.cets unobstructed by poles of 
any kin«. The plan is as follows: 
THE TOWERS. 

are placed at street intersections, and consist 
of four iron columns, fixed at their lower ends 


in a foundation of masonry or concrete, and 
located at the intersection ofthe curbs. The 
poste slant towards the centre of the intersec- 
tion of the two streets, and on top they ter- 
minate in a square frame, of about eight or 
ten feet side. The height of the towers is 
determined by the condition that the 
suspension cables stretched between 
the towers should, at their lowest points, be 
still above the uppermost windows of the 
houses already built, or probably to be built, 
along the streeton which the towers are to 
be placed. Their height will, therefore, vary 
from 80 feet, in the suburbs, to 120 or even 
130 feet in the business part of the city. The 
towers are placed at such distances apart as 
will be most economical), either one, two, 
— or four blocks, or say from 300 to 1,500 
eet. 

The steel wire 

SUSPENSION CABLES, 

by which the weight of the electric wires and 
cables is to be supported between the towers, 
are never less than two in number, and where 
two suspension cabies only are used their 
ends are fastened to the tops of adjoining tow- 
ers in such a manner that they can be length- 
ened or shortened at will, within certain lim- 
its. This is necessary in order that 
the two cables of every span may be 
adjusted to the proper elevation and 
curve. When so adjusted the two cables are 
Parallel and have thesame elevation througch- 
out the whole length of the span. The hori- 
zontal distance between the two cables is gen- 
erally from 8to 10 feet, and a vertical plane 
passing through the center line of the street 
will pass through a line midway between the 
two suspension cables. 

At short distances apart, above every 25 
feet, measured — — the two suspen- 
sion cables are connected by a stiff bar, or 
pipe, which will hold the proper distance 
apart when the wheels of atruck, pass over 
it, or when the wind orsome other outside 
force tends to produce oscillation of the 
cables. On these cross bars, or tubes, are 
carried the electric cables and wires, rest- 
ing On proper supports. At the center of each 
cross-bar or tube, on all lines consisting of 
but two suspension cables, a vertical strut is 
attached to the lower side of the cross-bar, 
and from the lower end of this short strut, 
iron tension rods pass to the ends of the cross- 
bar ortube. The lowerendsof the struts at- 
tached to all the cross-bars, may be connected 
by asmall wire, to keep them in a verticul 
position, under the effect of high winds. When 
a conducting wire is to be carried from the 
cross-bar to a house, itis first attached to the 
bottom of the strut, and 

THENCE TO THES HOUSE. 

Lines with only two suspension cables are 
used when the number of electric wires and 
cables to be supported is smalk and may be 
designated as auxiliary lines. „ 

On lines which have to accommodate a 
greater number of wires, a third steel wire 
suspension cable is added, which is stretched 
parallel to and about eight or ten feet below 
the two main suspension cables in a vertical 
plane passing through the center line of the 
street. To the ends ofthe cross bars iron 
frames are fixed, and instead of the short 
struts used in the auxiliary lines, a long strut 
is used, extending from the center of the cross- 
beam the lowest point of the 
frame, and there 
with it. Atthe lowest 
fork is fixed,in which the third suspension 
cable can move freely and down, while it 
is held by it against lateral motion. The 
frames ed atshort distances apart, insu- 
lators, to w ieh single wires can be attached. 
When a wire ig to be taken toa house, the 
single wire is led from its Insulator on the 
side of the iron frame to the third cable, and 
thence, after hav been attached to that 
cable, carried to t house, so that it shall 
not be in the way of the traveling truck.

AN INHUMAN CONTRACTOR, 


Charles T. Parsons’ Brutal Treatment of a 
Young and Ignorant Emigrant.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., December 27.—Charles 

T. Parsons, the notorious emigrant labor con- 

tractor of Northampton, was before the Supe- 

rior Court yesterday, charged with cruelty to 

Vincent Sabrienojtis, whom he had brought 


from New York to hire out as a farm laborer, ’ 


it being Parsons’ chief business to supply this 
hind of help.

IN THE WORLD OF SPORTS 
ASKETCH OF HENRY SEARLE, THE FAMOUS 
AUSTRALIAN SCULLER. 


How He Ascended From an Obscure Boat- 
ing Man te the Championship of the 
World—Sam Bryant, the Own er of Proc- 
tor Knott, Says He Will Not Sell the 
Colt—Sperting News—Base Ball Chat. 


Henry Searle, who is now the champion 
sculler of the world, was an unknown man 
one year ago. His rapid ascent to the highest 
aquatic fame is unparalieled in the history of 
rowing, and shows that Australia has more 
than one doughty champion to sustain her rep - 
utation as the mother of mighty oarsmen. 40 
a native of Grafton, Henry Searle has become 
known as the Clarence River sculler. He was 
born on July 14, 1866, and when but a mere 
boy rowed to and from school twice a day, the 
distance being three miles each way. As in 
every art, early training in soulling is pro - 
ductive of splendid results, and no doubt this 
regular work has been a great factor in ma x- 
ing Searle such a treat sculler. Searle's first 
race was on November 9, 1884, at Ohatsworth, 
when he won a race in watermen’s skiffs. In 
May of the following year he won the light 
kiff race at Harwood, and on the same day 
he, with J. Fisher, pulled off a double scull 
race in watermen’s skiffs. 

His next race was at Harwood in 1886, when 
he won a light skiff race over a three-mile 
course, but he was defeated the same day by 
Wallace over a mile course. In the following 


April he won a light skiff race at Chateworth 
but was beaten tn skiffs by Wallace two days 
after at Lambra. Searle, who was carrying 10 
* was second. Subsequently he beat

ing second with twelve pounds, Wailace 
third with seven pounds, J. Read, with 
feather weight, fourth. In April, 1887, Searle 
contested ina handicap time allowance race, 
inwhich he had twenty seconds’ start from 
the scratch man, aud won. Last No- 
vember he passed the post firat 
in a light skiff race at Chatsworth, with 
1 handicap of thirty-five pounds, 
Searle's next performance was on January 2 
last, when he beat Chris Neilson, who gave 
bim three lengths and a halt start, and 
Hearne, the champion of New Zealand, who 
gave bim two lengths and a half start. 

This was at the Clarence River Aquatic Car- 
nival, and was Searle’s first attempt in outrig- 
gers, and his performance caused general sur- 
prise. Neil Matterson then took him in hand, 
and brought Searie to Sydney. His first match 
was with Julius Wull, on June 16, over the 
championship course, for £100 a side, and 
Searle won easily. Searle then met Stansbury, 
the Shoalhaven sculier, for £100 a side, over 
the Paramatta championship course. The race 
was rowed on July 18, and, after a splendid 
contest, Searle won, breaking all records 
over the course, his time being 19 minutes 53% 
seconds. On September 16 he gave Neilson a 
hollow beating. On October 5 Searle met 


start of ten seconds, and won with the great- 
est ease. Searle has to meet John Teemer, 
the famous American sculler, in six months’ 
time. He has also publicly challenged Han- 
lan, who has declined to accept his terms.

by a thaw, the ground is thoroughly disin- 
tegrated, such poor excuse for turf as the 


rains, 


Colorado mountains afford is destroyed, and 


theearth, which lies in a thin layer over 
masses of rocks upturned at all angles, is 
simply kept in its place by gravitation. 
When the spring thaws come and the water 
runs down the hill sides, such light 
adhesion as exists between the 


earth and *the rocks is likely to give way. 


When this occurs a terrible landslip isthe 


consequence. Acres on acres of the mountain- 


side come sliding and tumbling down into the 


valleys, destroying everything in their path 


and filling the narrow gorges to a depth of 
thirty or forty feet. The hiliside tunnels and 
mines and the isolated cabins of the miners 


are swept out of existence, and more than 
one considerable town has been entirely blot- 


ted out, with aterribie loss of life. Never be- 
fore in my experience were the conditions so 


favorable to a series of landslides,and I would 


not be in some ofthe high mountain towns, 
built at the foot of steep siopes, during the 
art of next March or the first weeks of 


April, for any consideration. If handreds of 


lives are not lost I am no mountaineer.’’

DEATH OF M. A. BOSENBLATT. 


A Well-Known Citizen Passes Away After 
Months of Suffering. 


Meyer A. Rosenblatt died last night at his 
home, Lincoln Flats, on Grand avenue and 
Olive streets. He has been seriously sick for 
some montis past, and foralong time there 
has been no hopefor his recovery. He was 47 
years old. 

Mr. Rosenblatt was born in New York, and 
when he had grown up he moved to 
to seek his fortune there. 
At the age of 23 he was elected to the Nevada 
Legisiature, and during his stay in Nevada he 


held other offices under federal commissions. 


In 1863 he came to St. Louis and entered the 


jewelry business as junior member of the firm 
of Sol 


auman & Co. He soon won a reputa- 
tion as a good business man, and took a prom- 
ment position asa member of the Republican 

arty. Just after the war he was chosen 
Shairman of the Republican State Committee, 
and he served the party in that capacity for 
five years. He was a member of the Board of 
Police Commissioners just prior to the adop- 
tion of the Scheme and Charter, and in 1878 he 
was elected Collector of the city. In 1880 he 
made the race for Congress from what is now 
the Ninth District, but was defeated by Hon. 
Thomas Allen. He was re-elected Collector. 
however, but at the close of his second term 
in 1882, he retired from both business and 

olitics on account of the state of his héalth. 
n 1883, he went to Europe with his family, 
and intended to spend two or three years 
abroad, but his health was not improved 
and he hurried back to his home 
before the end of the first year. Since then 
he has traveled extensively in this country, 
butin late years he has given his attention 
to real estate business and amassed a 5 
fortune. He married Miss Clara Bauman, the 
daughter of his partner, in 1872, and she and 
three children survive him. Mr. Rosenblatt 
was prominent in religious circles. He was 
one of the leading members of the Temple 
Shaare Emeth for years, and one of the found- 
ers of Temple Israel.
